Mistletoe—A parasitical bush to be- 
found on many trees in southern Eng- 
land, and more rarely in other localities^ 
and countries. 
It has white translucent 
berries, and leaves of a yellowish-green 
color. 
It was regarded as a sacred plant, 
by the Druids in 
early England. 
The-, 
custom of kissing under the mistletoe ap- 
pears in both English and German his- 
tory. 
The preciso origin of this custom 
is not known. 


Santa Claus, St. Nicholas,Kris Kringle 
—St. Nicholas was a saint of the early 
church, and his birth was celebrated in 
Germany about December 15 with cere- 
monies much like those afterward em- 
ployed at Christmas 
time. 
Gradually 
the celebration of« St. Nicholas's day and 
of the nativity became identical.

cve is a relic of fire-worship. 


An Inappropriate Christmas Frésente 


Ouaint Traditions of Christmas. 


Not such a great many years ago th& 
superstition that the oxen in the barns, 
fell upon their knees in a posture o f 
adoration at midnight on Christmas Eve 
still survived in many of the rural dis- 
tricts of England, There were these, too, 
whose faith that water drawn at mid- 
night on Christmas would be changed to 
wine had withstood the cynicism of con- 
turifis. 
Up to a comparatively recent 
date great fires used to blaze on tho hills 
of Scotland on Christmas Eve, and in 
parts of tho land of the Deo mock sacri- 
lices were ollered. 
In certain Gorman 
cities a wheel of fire played its part in 
the Christmas festivities. 
Bonfires at 
the Christmas season are by no means un- 
known, now, in England and America; 
and only a few years ago, particularly in 
the country districts, Christmas was not 
Christmas unless a great Yule log burned 
in tho fire-place in imitation of tho cus- 
tom of the Scandinavian to burn such a 
log on the day of celebration. 
In that 
good old custom of general illumination, 
now unfortunately dying out,the moderns, 
perhaps unwittingly, paid another tribute 
to tho importance of Jirc in the old festi- 
vals. 
Its decadence cannot fail to be a 
source of regret to all lovers of tradi- 
tional usages.

TO MAKE liAOR TiOOK AKCIBNT. 


By a clover manipulation even an or- 
dinary quality of machine-made lace can 
bo toned up to bear a close resemblanco 
to the genuino article.

small onion and fry brown in a spoonful 
of butter, add a cupful of bread crumbs 
and a sprig of minced parsley, with salt 
and pepper 
to taste.

SprinKle bread crumbs over the 
whole, 
dot with bits of butter, and bake for 
half an hour in lather a quick oven.

Creole Pancakes—This is a delightful

either butter or sugar. 
Some persons 
have called them "quire of paper''cakes, 
as each cake, when properly made, is as 
thin as a sheet of writing paper. 
Sift a 
pint and a half of flour, salt to taste. To 
a cupful of right sour milk put a half- 
teftspoonlul of soda, and beat till it 
foams. 
Pour into the flour, add four 
eggs, 3iightly beaten, and enough cold 
water to make a thin batter. 
All milk 
makes the cakes hard to turn. Grease the 
griddle well nnd cover it with a thin 
coating of batter. 
Turn quickly with a 
knife in each hand.

Prositlont 
Harrison has just appointed him

ister to the blaok Kepublio of Liberia. 
It may seem a strange thing to say, bub 
it 13 true, oven in this ora of atrile for 
•oilicial i^lace, that the administration 
has found it difiicxilt to fill the j osition 
given to Mr. ülark, although the salary 
attached 
to it is $5.üü0 per annum. 
There were scores of applicants for the 
place, all of them colored men, but few, 
if any of them, i">oösossing the ronnisite 
qualilications. 
It may be 
consolatory 
for ihe unsnccossiul follows who have 
had to stand aside for Mr. Clark's ap- 
pointment to know (hat the man who 
has won the place will probably need a 
sncceasor before a year or two is over. 
The fever season generally kills 
with 
certainty along that part of the African 
coast, and our Government has thus far 
refused to pay the expenses of carrying 
liome dead diplomats for burial. 
"\Yo 
have hnd some curious ministers of late 
to that black republic. 
During the 
Cleveland administration there was a 
jolly old negro preacher in North Caro- 
lina named M"se Hopkins. 
He was a 
thorn in the side of Senators 
Kansom 
aud Vance, • for ho was a Eepublicau 
campaigner of natural oratorical power, 
nnd had great iniluenee with the black 
voters of the Stale. 
Everybody was as- 
tonished when it was announced that 
President 
Cleveland 
had 
appointed 
Mose as ÜMinif^ter to Liberia, but the 
secret of the matter was that there was 
an election coming on and the two 
senators wanted Mose out of the State, 
and so they had him sent to Liberia. 
They succeeded in getting rid of 
him 
more thoroughly than they had antici- 
pated, for in less than a year after his 
arrival on the coast, Mose went the way 
most of the liewcomera to that 
section 
of the world do—he died. 


A Kansas politician named 
Taylor 
next tried his fortune at Monrovia, the 
capital of the republic, as our repre- 
Bentative. 
He was a sort of half-barber, 
half-i^reacher, and he had not been 
there long before he was arm-deep in a 
big fight with the authorities in refer- 
ence to some alleged slight of his oflicial 
character. 
But when the fever season 
came wandering up the coast, 
the 
Kansas man, fearing the fate of his prede- 
cessor, hurried back to America. 
"When 
he reached America he staid a few 
weeks at the Hoffman House, and 
the 
stories he told of the conditions, morals, 
and mode of life amid the negroes of 
that much-depraved Liberian llepnblie 
ought to be printed, if any one 
dared 
to undertake the task, for private circu- 
lation among the members of Congress 
when the next bill is provided for a 
$5,000 salary for a minister to that de- 
liphtful hpot. 


Probably the best minister and 
the 
most serviceable one for himself and 
for his country that we ever sent 
to 
Liberia was J. 
Miltcm Turner, who 
lives in St. Louis, 
and whose 
brown 
face and bright 
African intellect 
has 
been on ever}[ side of politics at tinier 
for the last twe'nty years. 
The genial 
Turner was minister in the old Grant- 
Hayea days, and he had some common 
sense as' to the way of performing his 
diplomatic duties. 
He went to his post 
at Liberia, 
presented his credentials, 
aud then quietly alipped over to Paris, 
where he lived nicely in the Latin 
quarter, going doAvn the coast a couple 
of times a year to see if the 
secretary 
he had appointed was dead and buried. 
Nobody ever found any fault with him, 
nnd he was the only man who ever pre- 
I tended to represent us there who re- 
turned in love with Liberia and its 
people. 
He had seen little of the Gov- 
ernment and nothing of the population.

The snow is thirty-five inches deep 


along the Lehigh Valley railroad be- 
tween Laceyville and Waverly. 


Horse disease of some kind has brok- 


en out in Dublin, Bucks county. Three 
horses have died within a few days. 


Five men were fatally injured by an 


explosion at the New Jersey Steel and 
Iron Works at Trenton, Monday after- 
noon. 


McKee & Fuller, car manufacturers 


at Fullertown, Lehigh county, have re- 
ceived an order from the Lehi/jh Val- 
ley Railroad company for 1000 freight 
cars all to be supplied with air brakes 
and patent couplers. 


Many of the counties of the north- 


western part of Kansas have authoriz- 
ed extraordinary bounties on wolf, rab- 
bit and gopher scalps, in order that 
destitute people mav have a means of 
making a living this winter. 


Fairfield, Texas, is the scene of in- 


tense excitement over a scourge of 
spotted fever or perhaps menigit's. Near- 
ly all the stores are closed and business 
is almost entirely suspended. The dis- 
ease is so fatal and dreadful that peo- 
ple are closing their dwellings and are 
leaving. 


The Mormons have purchased 3,- 


«oo,ooo acres of land in the Northern 
part of Mexico. About 10,000 peo- 
ple will remove from Utah at once and 
settle on this land. 
After the exodus 


is started is started it is likely the 
headquarters of the Church will be re- 
moved to Mexico, and that the entire 
Mormon population of Utah, Oregon, 
and other Northwestern States will fol- 
low, 
as they could there follow their 


peculiar pi actices without fear of mol- 
estation by the United States Govern- 
ment. 


The Internal Revenue office is call- 


ing the cigar manufacturers to ac- 
count for the alleged non-compliance 
•with, one of the laws of that depart- 
ment. There is s regulation of the 
office which requires the caution no- 
tices or labels, which are pasted on 
the bottoms of each bos, to be four 
inches long and two inches wide. The 
manufacturers are charged with car- 
tailing the size of the notices. The 
manufacturers have also printed on 
the label the words "Ninth District" 
in Tery small type. On most of the 
labels the words are not spelled out, 
but appear thus, "IX Disk" The In- 
teral Revenue men have given orders 
that such a state of things most cease 
at once or prosecutions will follow. 
The labels must be made the size re- 
quired by law, and the "Nith district" 
must be printed plainly. There is 
considerable of a flurry among tie 
cigar men at present, because they 
have big stacks of the forbidden la- 
bels on hand and they cannot be put 
to use.—York Dispatch.

BLEACniiiG DRIED FUUIT. 


According to the E.xperiment Station 
Ilecord (United States 
Department of 
Agriculture), Director Hilgard, of the 
California Station, believes that the pub- 
lic should be taught to prefer * »healthy, 
brown, high flavored fruit to the sickly 
tinted, chemically tainted product of the 
sulphur box." 
When freshly sliced fruit 
is treated with sulphurous acid for a 
short time the eJIects are slight, yet such 
as to protect the fruit from insects. 
When thoroughly sulphured after drying, 
however, the fruit is injured in flavor, 
and, worse still, sulphuric acid is formed 
in suflicient amount to be injurious to 
health. 
By analysis sulphured apricots 
have been found to contam .232 per cent, 
of sulphuric acid, or about twenty-five 
grains of oil of vitriol per pound, and 
prunes .346 per cent, of sulphuric acid. 
In most countries of Europe the sale of 
sulphured fruit is forbidden.—Nm 
Yorh 
Herald.

for even cattle can thoroughly digest this 
softened corn 
in the ensilage. 
Thoso 
who have given this subject the most at- 
tnution are well pleased with feeding en- 
silage full of the rings of corn as it comes 
from the cutter. 
It is believed that this 
way of treating and feeding this valu- 
able grain is not only the most econoni- 
cal, but the most cflicient. 
Professor 
Cook claims that both science and prac- 
tice unite in urging the cutting by the 
use of a feed-cutter of the corn before 
putting it into the silo. 
The 
material 
in the silo must be very carefully placed, 
and so thoroughly trodden and prcs:sed 
down as practically' to cxcludo the air. 
Of course if the filling is not cut fine 
this will be diflicult. and will demand 
greater care. 
There is no doubt that the 
best results are secured when the corn 
which is put in the silo is near maturity. 
It should he reasonably dried when put 
in, and laid in so that when pressed down 
the air may be wholly excluded. 
This is 
best done when 
all the 
corn is run 
through a cutter. 


CKOP ROTATION. 


There should be a svstem of rotation 
of farm crops, and particularly of such as 
arc affected with the fungus diseases. By 
planting and re-sowing the same crops on 
the same fields, W9 not only draw from 
the soil, and exhaust it of, those particu- 
lar elements required for the growth and 
development ot the crop, but wo unnec- 
essarily expose that crop to the ravages 
of smut, blight or decay, to \vhich the 
crop may be susceptible. 
This is par- 
ticularly true of the potato crop, which 
this year is badly allected by the rot in 
many sections. And yet how many times 
we lind it the case that the same *^patch" 
is used for potatoes year after year. 
The 
decay of the potato arises from the attack 
of a fungus, and the spores thereof are 
caraied in the soil from year 
to 
year. 
Hence, common sense should teach us to 
rotate the potato crop, and not devote 
the same field to it two years in succession. 
Moreover, all the potato tops in fields af- 
fected with the rot should be 
burned, 
;md the land again plowed and harrowed, 
l a these matters prevention is much bet- 
ter than cure.—JVcw York 
huleinndcnU 


WIXTEKINO OXIONS. 


The novice never, and the 
expert 
seldom, makes much 
money by holding 
perishable 
products 
for spring 
sale. 
Shrinkage and loss by fyost and decay is 
usually much greater than covcrcd by the 
advance in prices. 
If prices in 
the fall 
are at all acceptable, sell without delay; 
but market the Prizetaker 
onions, any- 
way. 
Still, there are exceptions to 
all 
rules, and in certain localities or under 
certain circumstances it may pay well to 
store and hold 
for spring sales 
such 
varieties as Danvers Yellow and perhaps 
Wethersfield Red and "White Globe, etc. 
There is a party over in Canada, not very 
far from here, who grows quite a number 
of acres of onions every year, and he in- 
variably holds them until 
spring, and 
makes money by so doing. 
Of course, I 
was anxious to learn how he winters such 
big crops, and made inquiry. 
He writes 
racas follows: 
"For 
the 
purpose 
of 
keeping onions 
during winter, we have 
erected 
two large rooms in the end of 
our barn,above ground. These rooms are 
almost 
frost-proof 
in 
the 
coldest 
weather; arc proyided with double win- 
doAVS at each end, and double doors at 
entrance from driveway on barn 
floor. 
All the walls have a dead air space. 
Building paper is tacked on in the inside 
of each boarding that forms the hollow 
space. 
Onions are not 
put into 
these 
rooms in bulk,but in thousands of slatted 
bushel boxes. 
The 
windows 
are kept 
constantly open, cxcept in very 
cold 
weather. 
The idea is to put in dry,well- 
cured stock, and place it in such a way 
that it may always be airing at suitable 
times, and yet be secure against low de- 
grees of temperature.—Farm and 
Fire- 
side. 


SUGGESTIOXS OX PLOWING, 


Any wise farmer will determine from 
his own 
experience 
and 
observation 
Avhether deep or shallow plowing is best 
adapted to the soil of his diiferent fields. 
Ho irc?ijclad rule can be laid down that 
will apply to all cases. 
Still clay soils 
will be benefited by late fall plowing, 
and the freezing and thawing of the ex- 
posed rough 
surfaces which will put 
them in a better condition for the plow 
and harrow in the spring. 
Where 
rye 
and wheat are to be sown there must of 
course bo fall plowing, and the exact 
time should be aueh as best suits the na- 
ture of the crop as found by experience 
in certain localities. 
On a sandy soil 
plow shallow, ior whatever fertility it 
may contain will lie near the surface, and 
there is the place to keep it, 
liich soils 
will be benefited by deeper plowing, but 
the mistake ought not to be made of 
turning a poor subsoil up to the surface 
to bo cultivated. 


Whether 
fall 
pbwing 
is done 
in 
preparation of a crop or only for its me- 
chanical action on the soil it should cover 
up and incorporate all the eiirfaca vege- 
tation that will be of benefit to it when 
decomposed, 
31any of our best culti- 
vators 
practise 
spreading 
barnyard 
manure on the plowed ground to turning 
it under deeply at time of plowing.— 
JS'cw York

EARS OF COIIN FOR THE SILO. 


The best experience prefers cutting 
<ioru for the silo at a time when the ears 
are developed. Some farmers recommend 
picking off the ears of corn, and then 
cutting the stalks and leaves for the siio. 
We doubt the propriety of this, aud of 
the incurring extra expense. 
As Pro- 
fessor A. J . Cook says, that the 
corn 
makes the ensjlagevory much more valu- 
able, in fact, there is no other way that 
the corn can be harvested BO easily and 
€0 cheaply. 
In the silo the corn is soft- 
ened, bo that no grindiiig is required, 


FARM AND GARDEN KOTE3. 


Clean out the fence corncrs. 
Have you a good ice-house? 
Provide plenty of good fuel. 
No farmer should sell potatoes at less 
than a profit this season. 


Note that all tough and hard soils are 
improved by fall plowing. 


Provide good reading matter for long 
evenings and leisure days. 


See that unused tools aud implements 
are housed or under cover. 


It doesn't pay to winter inferior stock; 
better sell or slaughter all such. 


Cattle not sheltered in a warm place 
should have warm water to drink. 


Push the fall 
plowing for spring 
crops as long as the weather permits.

Be careful about breeding

A City's Water Piivifyln?? System. 
The city of Utica, N. Y., has jusl 
introduced a system for purifying its 
water supply which recommends itself as 
worthy of consideration by other cities, 
where this is a matter of importance in 
connection with the healchy condition of 
its inhabitants. 
At quite an expense the 
water works of the city have been pro- 
vided with an ocrating system consistiufi 
of seventy-six two-inch pipes, placed in 
the form of a square. 
Each pipe has on 
an average four outlets, and the water to 
these outlets is supplied from the upper 
reservoir through a twelve inch pipe, 
forc«4"to a height of thirty-five feet, fall- 
ing in the form of spray, and without 
doubt receives from the atmosphere a 
thorough change of air. Now the surface 
of the distributing pond has an area of 
twelve and a half acres, and the water 
forced through the pipes is sufficient to 
raise the surface of that pond three- 
quarters of inch in an hour, which when 
reduced to water gallons, is 245,233 
gallons of ffirated water in an hour; and 
during the twenty-four hours 5,984,568 
gallons 
are fully charged 
with 
air. 
There can be no doubt as to the purify- 
ing effect of this system, and while in 
was done partially as an experiment, it is 
nevertheless, only the adoption of a prin- 
ciple of natural laws, proven by the fact 
that tanks in which fish are kept require 
tho water to be changed or atmospheric 
air supplied,—Boston

be incapable of supporting 
a man or 
horse, but over which he carried tho 
Liverpool and Manchester Railway, after 
overcoming diiiiculties that were consid- 
ered insuperable. 
What, however, will 
be thought of the proposal now advanced 
to construct a railway over the Sahara, or 
Great Desert! 
As a preliminary to this 
step the General Council of Oran, Al- 
geria, has voted 15,UU0 francs for a sur- 
vey, and it is intended that the line shall 
be made by commercial missions. 
The 
Council does not expect the railway to 
be remunerative, but thinks France is 
bound to make it for strategic reasons, 
and in order to maintain her ascendancy 
in the Soudan. 
The Sahara is a vast 
region of North Africa, extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Ked Sea, 8400 
miles, and from the Soudan in the south 
to tho Barbary States in the north, an 
average breadth of 9U0 miles. 
Side by 
side with fiuch an enterprise, on even a 
small scale, the difficulties of Chat Moss 
surely sink into insignificance.—Hallway

More horse« are injured by hard 
driving on a full stomach than by any 
other process. 
Never let a horse eat or 
dunk much when he is hot from work, 
Study your horse, treat him according 
to his nature, make him your friend and 
he will do better and safer work, --

To F a t t e n a Younic Steor. 


A young steer taken from a herd and 
put in a stall by itself will not feed fora 
few days and perhaps for two weeks; 
after he gets reconciled he will begin to 
eat, but two or three weeks will be lost 
before the animal will cat freely. Tempt 
the appetite by ffivin^ a little bran and 
coniincal ou some sliced potatoes or ap- 
ples, with some good hay or some corn 
ears, 
or anything that will be eaten 
readily. 
Then gradually inc rease until 
an animal of tOti pounds will take ten 
or twelve corn ears daily, with fifteen 
pounds of good hay and some little corn 
fodder or straw. A change to cornmeal, 
with two or three pounds of cotton^^eed- 
meal dail3', will be useful. 
At least two 
months' feeding will be required to make 
an animal in fairly good condition fit for 
good beef. 
A luOu-pound animal may 
be cxpet'ted 
to gain 
two pounds 
in 
weight daily. 
It will bo a help to give 
Rome fine cornmeal in the water, A loose 
stall will be better than a narrow one in 
which the steer 
is tied.—J^gio 
York 
Tmes. 


Halsins; T u r n i p s . 


A piece of newly cleared land, rich in 
decayed vegetable matter, is, without 
doubt, 
the 
best of all for a 
turnip 
crop, and on such ground, if not sown 
so thickly as to hinder their growth, 
very little is retiuired beyond gettmg it 
into a fine mellow condition for receiv- 
ing the seed. 
In this respect, for thin- 
ning out afterward, whether sown in 
this manner or in drills, is not only 
troublesome, 
but is disturbing to the 
plants that remain. 
The seeds are so 
>ery small that it is quite diriicult to sow 
ouly the right amount. 
1 think them a 
much more useful crop than many do, 
for they can be fed to stock to great ad- 
vantage after other green food has be- 
come scarce. 
Their \alue as a table 
vegetable is well-known, and the best 
varieties for that purpose can usually be 
sold so as to make it profitable to devote 
a.small plot every year to their cultiva- 
tion. 
^¿uite often,they can be made a | 
second crop, atid they succeed on any ] 
clean, well-prepared rich land, and are , 
not injured by light frosts.-A'ìììì» York ' 
World. 


Valueoi*Corn F o d d e r to Oairymcn. 


Of course no more can be in the silo 
than is put in, and analyses of ensilage 1 
so far show that there is little, if any, 
gain in the digestive value of food from 
siloing. 
The feeding experiments and 
analyses made at the New Jersey, Wis- 
consin and 
other agricultural experi- 
ment stations show that siloing, 
very 
slightly, if at all, increases the paiatabil- 
ity or actual value of corn fodder as 
food. If equal quantities of corn fodder 
are taken and one well cured and the 
other siloed, 
they are 
equally 
well 
eaten by cattle, and the products are 
of substantially tho same value. 
Hence 
the popularity of the silo and of s loing 
largely rests on the more economical ' 
preservation of the fodder; and the de- 
gree of that popularity shows plainly 
that our methods of dry curing corn 
fodder were so wasteful that we realized 
only a traction of its value. 
Professor 
Henry has found by actual trials that a 
good Wisconsin yield of fodder from 
one acre (12,250 pounds) 
with ;i7oO 
pounds of bran and 2250 pounds of corn 
meal, will make 500 pounds of butter, 
with cows capable of making 250 pounds 
of butter per year. 
The prices of meal, 
bran and butter will vary with the lo- ' 
cality, but in few cases they will be such 
that a computation on the basia of the 
above statements will not show that the 
fodder has a surprising value. 
If the 
ailo has shown us the real value of corn 
fodder, the study and money put in silos 
and siloing have been well spent, and 
the information gained worth its cost.— 
Anurii-an 
Affrtcxi'turi^t,' 


a large quantity of things, such as early 
cabbage, lettuce, cauliflower, tomatoes, 
egg-plant nnd poppers. 
Hoom should 
be left to propasiate a few slips from 
the window plants for the llowor garden 
in summer; and there should be a sow- 
ing of the choicer kinds of flower seeds 
for the same purpose. —Prairie 
Farmer. 


The Slipop Yard. 
Tt does not require much more time to 
take care of a hundred 
sheep at this 
season than it does for one or two cows, 
yet they need to be looked after every 
day. 
They need fresh water where they 
can go to it when they please. 
Sheep 
drink but little at a time, but drink 
often, when not feeding upon green 
grass or eating roots. 
They need fresh 
bedding frr-quently. 
They need a shed 
that will protect them not 
only from 
snow and cold lain, but from drafts of 
cold air. 
The sheep shed should be open 
upon the south side to admit the sun- 
light and to allow of the escape of the 
euluvia from tho manure under them, 
but it should be protected 
bv a board 
fence high enough to shelter them from 
the wind when lying down. 


They should aiso be looked pifter each 
day, and if there are any M'eakly ones, 
or any that are not doing 
well, 
they 
should be se mratcd from the main flock 
and given a ittle better care and better 
food, 
Ko domestic animals 
are more 
cruel 
to a sick companion 
than 
the 
sheep, and when one is unable to make 
its 
way good 
among the rest, it will 
be kept away from the feed rack, and 
made a target for the butts of Us com- 
panions, until death releases it. 
They 
f should have exercise every day, when 
they can 
take it without getting the 
wool filled with snow or rain. 
^It is not 
the cold that injures them, so much as 
the extra weight 
they have to carry 
when they get wet through to the skin. 


Sheep aUo seem to dige-t and obtain 
nutriment from frost-bitten grass and 
irom browsing bushes, and thiive better 
when they have a chance to do this 
every day than they do U))on hay alone. 
Many sheep farmers make it a practice 
to supply them with pine 
or 
spruce 
boughs when they are confined to the 
shed by heavy snows, and such browse 
is much relished by them, and seems to 
do them good. 
Lut they also need good 
food with this. 
If there are not roots 
enough to give them a few every day 
from now until after lambing time, it 
will be better to give a little grain each 
night, and reserve the roots until later 
in the season. 
|{oots are almost an ab- 
solute necessity 
to 
successful sheep- 
growing about the time they drop their 
lambs. " The grain may be either oats, 
barley, corn or wheat bran. 
The oats 
are best as a steady feed, but the bran is 
almost equal in value and costs les&. 
They like a variety, however, and a little 
corn in very cold weather will not injure 
them. 


When culling 
out 
the 
feeble ones, 
examine them to see if they have ticks 
upon them, and k»U all that can be found. 
The sheep ticjc^ (ike all other parasitical 
vermin, seem to especially like to swarm 
upon a weakly, sick or poorly fed ani- 
mal, and it is not unusual to find more 
of them upon sick sheep than would be 
found upon all the rest of the flock. Nor 
is the sickness a result of the presence of 
the tick, as some have imaained, us they 
will be found always upon a sheep that 
has been ill for any time.—Boston 
Gidti- 
vator.

purpose for the million, and to those 
who know no butter, are satisfying; but 
those who have the facilities to grow 
something of their own, 
or who live 
away from the general markets, may, if 
they s'o elect, have someih ng better. 


In the South, the hot-bed time will be 
at hand; it will gradually travel North, 
and to be iu time when it does come, 
those who have hot-beds fhould paint 
up and get ready.

Mr- I'mile Levasseur has recently pre- 
sented to the Academy of Sciences a very 
interesting communication apropos of 
the "Centenarians in France, according 
to the Census of 18H0."

•uch persons is much less than is gener- 
ally supposed.

In Bavaria, according to the cen<ius of 
1871, there were thirty-seven centenari- 
ans; but, when the fact came to be veri- 
fied, only one authentic case was found. 
In Canada, 
were cited. 
Out of 
this number, the social state of eighty- 
two wai ascertained by the aid of bona 
fide documents, and there remained after 
the examination but nine genuine cen- 
tenarians—five men and four women. 


In France, the same delusion exists 
in regard to centenarians, as is proved 
by the reports emanating from the bureau 
of statistics. 


Alter the reception of documents rela- 
tive to ]ti4 centenariani, it was found 
by reference to authentic records, such 
as registrations

The 
boy who sweeps the halls has what he 
can make out of the sweepings instead 
of pay for his services, and ho makes 
much more money than if he got a regu- 
lar salary. 
Come in the engine room 
iiud 1 will tell you more about wh it I 
meant when I said there were millions in 
that dust." 


Through several alleyways and after 
many twists and 
turns, the reporter 
found himself about in the centcr of the 
block bounded by John street, Nassau, 
Fulton and Broadway. 
On the way to 
the engine room Mr. Wilkinson pointed 
out some men taking up an old floor 
from one of the rooms occupied by a 
polisher. 
»The man who is taking up 
that floor is not getting any pay for the 
job. 
He pays the tenant for the privi- 
lege of putting in a new floor mere y for 
the sake of the lumber of the old one. 
Those 
men who put in new 
floors 
and 
stairways 
arc 
speculators, 
and 
thej 
pay 
from 
to 
$200 


for 
the 
privilege. 
All 
they 
make 
out of it is the gold that is found in the 
dross coming from the burning of the 
old lumber. 
The dirt collected by (hat 
boY you saw as you came in, and the 
sweepings and washings of the polish- 
ers, and ashes from the old 
flooring 
after it is burned, all finds its way to 
the refinery,where the gold is extracted. 
The water'used by the polishers is mixed 
with sawdust and then placed in the 
furnace with the other refuse. 
So it is 
with the old 
aprons, 
clothing 
and 
chamois leather used in burnishing and 
polishing the gold of the settings. 
All 
goes to dross :ind then to the smelting 
pot, 
vTome men make a business of 
putting in new floors, and get 
rich 
at it.

reducing the refuse to powder dust was 
in operation.

rault was fullof dust arising from the 
mill or crushcr.

houses are mostly of but one story, with 
the floors level with the sidewalk. 
In 
nearly ©very window flowers aro kept to 
prevent passers from glancing into the 
apartments. 
One of the first things im- 
pressing a visitor is tho large number of 
bejrgara soliciting alms for religious pur- 
poses and tho largo amotint of money 
f 
iven to that end 
Both men and women 
eg ior the church, they dressing alike 
in long black gowns, with round caps 
and veils, 
roople generally respond to 
these petitions» if only the smallest cop- 
per piece U given, while merchants and 
nobles frequently endow churches and 
monasteries. 
At what is called 
the 
Iversky Gate, located in tho busiest part 
of tho city, is a little chapel, in which is 
an old and popular image, known a< tho 
^•Iversky Mother of God," before which 
a throng ot worshippers is constantly 
kneeling. 
Often tUe imngo is taken 
away to heal the sick and bless new 
houses, in which case a copy is put up; 
but be it original orsubstituto,all classes, 
oven to the Emperor himself when in 
Moscow, stop for a moment to j^ray. 
Blessed 
candlcs 
aro 
sold 
at 
the 
entrance, and from them and tho con- 
tri butions about if 
000 a year is realized. 


The pecul ar street signs are another 
thing attracting special attention from 
the stranger. 
Nearly every one shows 
iltcrations in smaller letters than those 
Hrst used. 
This came of the law giving 
the 
police 
authority 
to 
regulate 
»igns, and the succeeding correction of 
bud spelling and 
other 
inaccuracies. 
Pictorial signs arc in great favor, and 
every article in lionsehold use and 
for 
familv consumption can be seen painted 
on tho shop doors and fronts of the 
buildings. Family residences are painted 
in white or yellow. 
Brick is not used 
for bu.lding, but house» arc constructed 
of squared logs, nicely fitted together, 
with the cracks calked with oakum. 
The 
exterior is then boarded and still lurther 
covered 
with thick 
felt, and over all 
coated with stucco plaster. 
As may be 
imng ucd, the interiors aro snu^ 
and 
comfortable. 
There aro no cellars under 
the houses, but small caves aro dug in 
the ground in the courtyards. 
These are 
filled 
with 
ice in the winter, and arc 
Used for keeping meat and game through 
tho summer. 
The houses have another 
peculiarity in seldom 
having a door 
open on 'the street, but into the court 
surrounded by a high fence. 
The gates 
are barred at mght, and the doorkeeper 
or '^doornik" sits on a bench in front to 
let Deople in and out. 
The *'dooruik" 
is a'useful person. 
He keeps the court 
clean, sees to buyingwuod, shovels snow 
oli the walk in winter and sweeps it m 
summer. 
In warm weather, if the pave- 
ment is dusty, ho sprin kles it^ with 
a 
dipper and pail of waceri 
He collects 
rents, stes to repairs, and will acts as 
gardener if nel*e^sary. 
(iardena are at- 
tached to nearly every house. 


Among the earliest movers on the 
streets in the morning are the water- 
carriers, who seem always busy. Moscow 
is supplied 
with 
water from sprin us 
twelve miles away, but it is brought 
only to the large fountains in the stioet 
sijuares, and the p'pcs are rarely laid to the 
houses. 
It is necessary to bring all the 
water for household 
use from one of 
these fountains and distribute it to their 
customers, who pay something like SO 
cents to 40^cent3 a month for it. Every- 
thing about these fountains and water- 
carriurs is so primitive that there are not 
even any stop cocks or hose, and each 
man must lilL his own barrel with a long- 
handled dip])er. 
The carriers 
become 
so expert in handling the dippers that 
thoy keep an almost continuous stream 
going from the fountain to the reservoirs 
carried. 
In case of a fire there is always 
trouble. 
'Ihe engines are small 
and 
with but little force. 
They are drawn 
by horses, with half a dozen men to each 
machine, but no sooner does everything 
get into working shape than the water 
gives out. 
All the water for the engine 
is brought iu a large cask mounted on 
wheels, similar to a water sprinkler, and 
these casks must be constantly renewed. 
There is not in all Moscow a cistern for 
fire purposes, and though 
the city is 
provided with water pipes, there is not 
a single hydrant. 
Every 
water 
cask 
must go to the fountain to be filled. In 
spite of these ridiculous anpurtenances, 
tho firemen arc drilled, ana look neat in 
tluiir brass helmets, high boots and 
coarse gray clothes, and ^re far more 
ellicient than one would suppose. I'nless 
the llames get under too mu h headway 
they aro usually chocked befi^re doing 
serious damage, but 
otherwise it 
is 
tliought a good thing if a spread is pre- 
vented. 


bireet venders are everywhere with 
every vaneiy ot oii'orings. 
All kinds of 
fruit, brushes, baskets, tinuseo bread, 
vegetables, 
cold 
tea, 
everything 
is 
hawked about by men aad boys on foot. 
Italian organ-grindeis are also plenty 
and bands ol" singing gypsies are often 
met. 
Tho latter go in bunds of about a 
dozen women and half a do en men, and 
aro at hand in nearly all the cafes. 
Their music has someihing weird and 
unearthly about it, and is at the same 
time fascinating. 
Tho accompaniment 
Is usually by guitars thummcd in a most 
unmusical way and yet with a certain 
pleasing elfect. 
What is much liked is 
tho dancing, 
A giil and a young man 
rise and face each other, singing alter- 
nate Stan/as, while the rest sing a quick, 
lively chorus. 
The two circle slowly 
about each other with a paraUel waving 
of their hands» 
Suddenly the girl be- 
gin» to tremb.e, first with her hands and 
then with her whole body.

becomes quicker and quicker, and wilder 
and wilder, until her whole frame is one 
tremor,

sec wo easily walk two miles a day while 
on duty.
